of Houses of Prostitution have been reported. Teenage and 
Hell's Angels activities set out. No evidence of any graft 

or corruption developed in this territory and there are no 

known organizations or citizens groups established for the 
purpose of fighting the criminal element. Labor racketeering 
activity is negative. Information concerning the new Night 
Racing Law set forth. 
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DETAILS: 
THE SAN FRANICSCO DIVISION 


BACKGROUND 


The San Francisco Division covers an area of 41 
counties located in Northern California, which extends up 
to the Oregon State border on the north and south to the southern 
border of Monterey County. The Pacific Ocean is the western 
border of the territory and it extends to the Nevada State 
line on the east. 


There are 23 resident agent offices in the area. The 
resident agent territory covers 72,119 square miles and has a 
population of 6,074,800 as of May 10, 1967. San Francisco City 
and County covers approximately 43 square miles and has a popu- 
lation of 750,500 as of July 1, 1966. These figures were 
secured from the report of the ‘Department of Finance, State of 
California and in addition further interpolations were made from 
supplemental reports of the Department of Finance. 


Yosemite National Park, which is located in Mariposa 
County in the Los Angeles Division area, is also covered by the 
San Francisco Division. Camp Roberts, which is located in 
Monterey County in the San Francisco Division, is covered by 
the Los Angeles Division. 


san Francisco continues to be a major Pacific Coast 
Port, is the focal point of a rich manufacturing and mercantile 
area with food products, printing- publishing and metal 
fabrication as the industries. It is a major banking, insurance, 
communications and financial center. It has a chartered deep- 
water harbor with bay tonnage exceeding 54 million tons annually. 
There are several large military installations located in the 
Bay Area as well as an ever increasing electronics industry 
located south of San Francisco. Thousands of tourists visit the 
Bay Area each year, which has established San Francisco as an 
outstanding convention city. 


The northern portion of the territory includes the 
Capital of the State located at Sacramento. Lumbering , its 
related industries, agriculture consisting of dairying, fruit,

grapes, and sheep ranches as well as cattle and the processing 
of farm products make up the primary economic activity in the 
area. This area is also a tourist haven with several national 
parks and there are many lakes which provide locations for 
relaxation and sporting activities. 


The southern portion of the territory is also a large 
agriculture producing area with food processing and packing as 
a related industry. The San Jose area continues to be one of 
the fastest growing areas in the State of California, which . 
has causeda tremendous building increase in homes and small 
business establishments. In this area the electronic industry 
includes the location of major defense, space and manufacturing 
installations. California produces 85 percent of the nations 
wine and a greater portion of this production comes from this 
territory. 
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MAJOR OPERATING RACKETS 


Inquiries made throughout the San Francisco 
territory have failed to reveal the existence of, or 
the identity of, any individual or individuals involved 
in the operation of a "major" criminal or illegal type 
of racket. There is no evidence to indicate that the 
various types of criminal activities in this territory 
are controlled or directed by anyone in a position which 
would rank this person to be - thehead of a major operating 
racket. 

oF T-30, SF T-31, SF T-32 and SF T-33 - are 
well acquainted with the activities of the La Cosa Nostra 
(LCN) Organization, as well as aware of the activities of 
the local members of the LCN, which make up the two LCN 
families in this area. These informants have reported that 
all the members are either gainfully employed or retired 
from gainful employment, and insofar as our investigations 
show are living within their income. The informants and 
the investigations conducted to date have presented no 
evidence to indicate that the members of the LCN in this 
area are active in or control any type of racket involving 
gambling, prostitution, narcotics or extortion. 


On July 19, 1967, Chief of Police THOMAS J. CAHILL, 
San Francisco Police Department, advised SA RAY M. ANDRESS 
that since there has been so many statements made concerning 
the La Cosa Nostra controlling syndicated crime in the larger 
cities, he has followed these activities very closely through 
the Intelligence Unit under the directorshiv of TROMAS 
FITZPATRICK and the Special Investigative Unit headed by 
Captain MORTIMER MC INERNY of his Department. He said that 
the Intelligence Unit has been gathering information for a 
number of years from all possible sources, including a 
number of live informants and he is definitely convinced 
that there is no major operating racket or syndicated crime 
in his jurisdiction or that of Northern California directed 
by or controlled by the LCN. 


CAHILL further pointed out that the LCN members who 
do reside in Northern California in almost all cases, with 
the exception of a few, are individuals who are past middle 
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age,and some of them actually elderly, which in most cases ! 
prevents them from engaging in illegal activities. He | 
further stated that many of these individuals now have | 
large families in this area and it is his definite opinion | 
that after moving to this part of the country and engaging 

in legitimate enterprise, giving them a "taste" of being. 

respectable citizens, they no longer, due to their children 

and grand-children, want to be involved in illegal activities. 


Chief CAHILL further advised that he did not believe 
it was possible for syndicated crime to move into this area 
without the knowledge of his Department, since they maintain 
excellent relations and exceptionally close liaison with all 
Federal services, as well as State and local law enforcement 
organ’.zations. 


‘ Chief of Police THOMAS J. CAEILL is a member of 
the President's Commission on Law Enforcement and Administra- 
tion of Justice. 


CHARLES O'BRIEN, Chief Deputy Attorney General, 
State of California, Room 6232, State Building, San Francisco, 
advised op July 24, 1967, that the State's Attorney General. 
THOMAS C.ALYNCH had proposed to the California State Legisla- 
ture the ‘establishment of a new unit in his Department 
designed to prevent the spread of organized crime from other 
parts of the country into California. 





In a press release dated June 16, 1967, it was 
stated by Attorney General Lynch that, "There is no organized 
crime operating in California now, and we are going to keep 
it that way." 


| Me. O'BRIEN stated that LYNCH had made a request ; 
for 15 men in his new unit, but O'BRIEN indicated that not 
all of the men would go into the new unit, but added that 
some would be used as narcotics and other investigative agents.

Mr. O'BRIEN explained that there is no immediate 
- information available to indicate that actual racket moneys 
are coming into the State of California at this time. 


Attorney General LYNCH in his release indicated 
that the establishment of such a unit had been suggested, 
by: ~President JOHNSON in the Administration's national war 
on organized crime. LYNCH listed some of the activities 
that racket money might move into: Loan sharking, layoffs 
of high sports bets in the L.A. area, hidden interest in 
State licenses and the intrusion of criminal cartelists 
into our sensitive world of finance.

HORSE RACING 


Inspector ARTHUR SMITH, Albany, California, Police 
Department, on June 23, 1967, advised that the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau (TRPB) continues to handle the security 
at the Golden Gate Fields Race Track at Albany. In addition, 
one sergeant and three off duty policemen from the Albany 
Police Department are paid by the track to assist in policing 
the racing meets. 


Inspector SMITH advised that the uniformed track 
security police, the TRPB security men and the four off duty 
policemen in plain clothes assigned to the track, has kept the 
number of touts and bookies operating at the track to @ minimum. 
He said he is not aware of any rackets’ of any kind operating at 
this race track.

Under the terms of the measure a total of 41 weeks . 
of thoroughbred racing will be alotted to Southern California 
with a limitation that no racing association would receive more 
than 15 weeks. The bill also includes the following provisions: 


In NorthernCalifornia an allocation of 33 weeks of 
thoroughbred racing would be permitted with no association 
receiving more than 11 weeks. 


Eleven weeks of harness racing would be permitted in 
both Northern and Southern California. 


Simultaneous racing would be permitted in both North 
and South. To enable the Northern tracks: to compete for better - -.---- 
horses by increasing their proceeds the track would be allowed to 
keep the breakage on their handle up to $50 million. 
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The bill limits the revenue to county fairs and 
expositions to $20 million annually. A track located in a 
city may levy an admission tax levied by that city. 


A 14-day limitation in racing days for the State 
Fair or any county or district fair. At least five charity 
days must be held at each of the major tracks. 
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‘Card Rooms 
Inquiries which have been made of local law enforce- 
ment agencies in the many cities and counties in this 
territory have advised that legal card rooms are authorized 
by local ordinances in the various areas. Legal card games, 
such as California draw poker, Paguini and low-ball are among 
the games allowed, but any diversion from the terms of the 
ordinance will cause a revocation of the card room license. 
The local law enforcement agencies control the operation of 
the card rooms and any complaints received are given immediate’ 
“attention and in most instances it has been reported 
that most card room operators and owners are very cooperative 
with law enforcement officials, as they desire to keep their 
card room licenses. 


Investigation has further revealed that many cities 
and counties will not issue a card room license or any other 
type of license to permit gambling. San Francisco and Oakland, 
California are among the larger cities which do not permit 
the issuance of any type of gambling licenses. 


Bookmaking 


Chief of Police THOMAS J. CAHILL, San Francisco 
Police Department on July 19, 1967, advised that the book- 
maker operating today is of the "hip pocket" type bookmaker 
and these, when brought into Court and when convicted, 
have received minor fines or light jail sentences due to the 
laxity of the Courts in this area. He stated he felt that 
local bookmaking is held to a minimum and, quite successfully, 
in view of the laxity of the Courts in this regard and he is 
of the opinion there were no out-of-State connections with 

local bookmaking activities. 

On May 31, 1967, SF T-34 was questioned specifically 
about possible involvement of LCN or Mafia in gambling in the 
San Francisco area. He stated that to the best of his 
knowledge the LCN has never been associated in gambling in 
this area. He said that as far as he knows the members of 
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this organization must come out here to retire from the 
rackets and become legitimate business men because he has 
never heard of any activity on the part of this group in 
zhe San Francisco area. Informant said he understands JOE 
\ YeerrtT0 of Los Gatos, is a leader of the LCN but all he | 
understands is that CERRITO is a successful car salesman 
as he had no knowledge of any involvement on CERRITO's 
part in any racket. He also said that perhaps the reason 
for this inactivity on the part of the LCN was the nearness 
of Nevada where gambling is legal; the local race tracks; 
the availability of information concernins the lines and 
results via radio and newspapers which enables the small 
local bookie in cigar stores and drug stores to operate 
without the need for any interstate organization particularly 
since the passage of federal laws which brought the FBI into 
gambling picture; the desire not to draw attention to this 
area as the LCNappears to want to keep this area open to 
everyone to operate anyway they may desire as long as they 
are not associated with the LCN as this organization does 
not seem to want to become involved in gambling or general 
criminal matters. SF T-34 said he makes this statement only 
on the inactivity of the LCN in this area and not on any 
personal knowledge on his part. 


The inquiries made into inter-state gambling 
activities, especially bookmaking, has revealed that the 
principal source of all our cases has been from informants 
and liaison with local law enforcement agencies. Periodically, 
we have made a survey of the Western Union to determine if 
there are subscribers other than the bona fide news agencies 
who have the Western Union sports wire or race result wire. 
There are no such subscribers in this division at the present 
time. In connection with this activity, we have established 
liaison with management and coaching staff in the professional 
and sporting field, as well as athletic directors and coach- 
ing staff of local colleges and universities and have advised 
them of our jurisdiction under the Sports Bribery Statute. 


We have identified and have investigated several 
gamblers who might be described as local racketeers of 
prominence and we have, since the inception of the program, 
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furnished information to the local authorities which have 
enabled them to take prosecutive action against them and 
to maintain continuing pressure on them, which has greatly 
curtailed their bookmaking activities. Included in this

GOLDSTEIN, himself, has been arrested twice, the 
second time while he was on probation for the first arrest

On July 14, 1967, SF T-~7 advised there was no 
gambling activity in the Pittsburg, California area whatsoever, 
and advised that most persons who would be inclined to open 
up are afraid to, because the risk of arrest by local 
authorities was too great. 


Sgt. CARL DAHL, Intelligence Unit, Oakland Police 

Department , advised that organized gambling in Oakland 
continues to be almost non-existent. The gambling activities 
in Oakland are conducted on a "sneak" basis and consists of 

| "small hand books". Continuous pressure is maintained on 
these small-time operators. In actual statistics, Sgt. DAHL 
advised that gambling arrests for the first six months of 
1967 are down 8.2% in relation to the same pense? in ee 
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PROSTITUTION 


Prostitution in this area has received the attention 


of all law enforcement agencies and it .is revealed that 


individual prostitutes solicit their own business or work 
through a pimp and for the most part are not working in estab~ 
lished houses of prostitution. As in most areas, the local 
authorities have controlled the dtuation so that "houses" can 
not be established. 


As in the past, liaison with the San Francisco 
Police Department, Bureau of Special Services Detail, (BSS) 
remains excellent. Director THOMAS FITZPATRICK on January 12, 


1967, stated that he holds the FBI in the highest regard and 


anything he can do to aid in their work he will be happy 

to do. He pointed out that he realized that many of his detail's 
arrests involved local streetwalkers, many of whom are Subjects 
of multiple prostitution cases and arrests, but that his detail 
would maintain a vigil. for "new faces" in the area who may be 


victims of a White ‘Slave Traffic Act violation. 


Sergeant ROBERT DAVIS, BSS, advised that the San 
Francisco District Attorney has instructed that no more "370 
PC" arrests be made. This is the "public nuisance" statute 
under which numerous arrests have been made in the Fillmore’ 
and Tenderloin areas of San Francisco. Scenes noted at local 
courts have been chaotic, with prostitutes, friends and pimps 
crowding the area, wandering in and out of courts during 
hearings, etc. Court discipline and dignity have completely 
vanished. Blame for this situation has been placed upon the 
local megistrates, who apparently are not commanding or demanding 
respect irom these violators and/or their attorneys. 


Among the tactics used by BSS officers is that of 
arresting the "trick" as well as the prostitute in certain cases. 
Local judges have not looked with favor on this approach either. 
Director FIRZPATRICK stated that these minor setbacks will not 
discourage his efforts to clean up the areas of San Francisco 
being plaued by these prostitutes and their pimps. 


__It_appears that continuing pressure is being applied

walker type prostitution arrests and is paying off. Continuing 
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complaints by prostitutes and pimps regarding their present 
Situation indicate that things are "too hot" in San Francisco 
now, although there has been no noted increase in severity 
of sentences being handed down by the local courts. 


San Francisco and the San Francisco Police Department 
BSS have become aware of a group of pimps and prostitutes, who 
also have reportedly been passing bad checks in the area, who 
have come to this area from Canada. Interviews with the girls 
among these people who have been arrested in San Francisco have 
been negative in nature, but investigation is continuing. 


The officers of the San Francisco Police Department 
BSS are keeping a close watch on any "houses" that might be 
operating and have had good results as indicated by the arrest 
of three women on July 7, 1967, by undercover officers. These 
women were operating a "house" behind the facade of a karate 
school. "Dates" were being made over the phone and the girl 
would then go to a prearanged place or the trick would go 

to the house. Entrance was gained by an officer by his first 
making a phone call for a date then going to the house, gaining 
entrance at which time the arrests were made. 


BSS Director THOMAS FIRZPATRICK stated that due to 
the high caliber investigatons being conducted by the BSS 
prostitutional activity exists only with one to four persons 
involved in any one case and has precluded the establishment of 
this vice on any organized basis. 


Periodic contact with SF T-19, SF T-20, SF T-21, 
SF T-22, SF T-23, SF T-24, SF T-25, SF T-~26, SF T-27, SF T-28, and 
SF T~29 has resulted in the determination that prostitution, 
although it does exist, is not part of any organized activity 
but is conducted on a "small time" basis. It is the opinion 
of these sources that the San Francisco Police Department 
is vigorously investigating prostitution and is making it 
uncomfortable for this element located in the area.

On July 19, 1967, Chief of Police THOMAS J. CAHILL, 
San Francisco Police Department, advised SA RAY M. ANDRESS that 
prostitution activity has become a tremendous problem with the 
San Francisco Police Department in view of the almost "revolving 
door" type of operations carried on by the local courts. He 
pointed out that in several instances since the first of the’ ™ 
year there have been-several prostitutes who have been arrested 
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as many as 15, 16 and 17 times and most of these charges are 

now pending against them and in two instances of individuals 

who have been arrested 16 and 17 times, they have paid only 

one $50’fine and the other cases have been postponed or they 

are pending in court. He further stated that in one or two other 
instances the prostitute, after having been arrested nine time 
the court fined her $50 and gave her a 30 day suspended sentence 
and dismissed two other pending charges, However, Chief CAHILL 
stated this did not deter the police action in these matters; 
regardless of what the court did, his department would still 
arrest the prostitutes and bring them into court. Chief CAHILL 
further pointed outthat the arrests for prostitution violations 
had increased three fold during the past three years due to the 
vigorous police action taken by his department handling prosti- 
tution complaints. 


On July 6, 1967, Detective JOHN MOORE, Intelligence 
Unit, Alameda County Sheriff's Office, Hayward, California, 
advised that cases of prostitution handled by the various 
departments in Southern Alameda County have been lone prostitutes 
trying to work on their own and getting caught. MOORE advised 
that there are no houses of prostitution or organized prosti- 
tution in the area to his knowledge. Usually the single 
prostitutes activities are speedily investigated and handled 
for prosecution. He knows of no recent arrests in the Southern 
part of the county for prostitution and no cases have come 
to his attention involving prostitutes from out of state. 


During the past six months law enforcement officials 
in the cities within the Monterey, California, area have been 
contacted on a daily basis as have members of the vice squads 
and detectives in the various police departments. They consist- 
antly report that they have no evidence or allegations to 
Suggest that there is or has Guring the past year been any -. 
organized prostitution activity or houses of prostitutions in 
operation. It is the unanimous opinion of all local law 
enforcement authorities that the problem of prostitution in 
the area is strictly limited to the occasional "streetwalker" 
or "sneak" problem wherein girls float into the Monterey area 
for a short period of time and operated out of the local bars 
and motels. The prostitutes generally coordinate their visits 
to the area to coincide with military pay days and after about 
three or four days move on to other areas. To combat this 
‘problem the local police departments have instituted a-program - - 
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of having their vice details work evening shifts during the 
first three or four days of each month and concentrate on 

the lowere type bars where prostitution activities is most 
likely. Constant pressure is put on the suspected prostitutes 
and impos by the vice officialsyby making them produce 
identification. In this way, the prostitution problem has been 
almost completely eliminated and the only arrests made are 
based on charges of disorderly conduct, drunk or some other 
misdemeanor rather. than soliciting or prostitution as the primary 
objective of the law enforcement authorities is to eliminate 
the problem by getting the undesirables out of town rather than 
attempt todtain felony convictions. 


SF T-3 and SF T-4, who have wide spread knowledge of 
criminal activities including prostitution in the Monterey 
Peninsulat area, have been contacted on regular basis and they 
consistently report that the program presently enforced by the 
vice squads of the local police departments have effectively 
eliminated any organized protitution and there are no "houses 
of prostitution" in operation in the Monterey Peninsula area. 


Local law enforcement officials in the San Jose, 
California, area have advised that protitution activity within 
their respective jurisdictions have been investigated and 
disclose that this activity is not organized. They have stated 
that such activities principally involved individual girls 
operating independently from local bars and cocktail lounges. -f

The above police officials at Redding, California, 
have indicated that there is no known graft or corruption 
among public officials in the Northern California area and 
the operation of LL —“‘*‘C*SCSCSC J SS wee KnntcWnn tO’ their 
department and has presented no police problem. Shasta County 
District Attorney ROBERT BAKER, advised on April 15, 1967, 
that nothing has come to his attention to indicate eraft or 
corruption. He noted that he has maintained very close liaison 
with law enforcement agencies. 


According to local sources and informants SF T-12, 
SP T-13, SF T-14, SF T-15, SF T-16, SF T-17 and SF T- 18, there 
is no organized prostitution in Oakland, California. There 
is no collusion between officials and Law enforcement agencies 
with known prostitution figures in the area and there are 
no known houses of prostitution. 


The vice squad of the Oakland, California, police 
department however makes about 20 prostitution arrests per 
month and these arrests consist almost entirely of negro 
streetwalkers. Many are repeaters and when finally convicted 
have numerous cases pending against them. They are ususally 
given suspended sentences and court probation and are not 
supervised by the Probation Office after their conviction, 
so they continue to operate. 


Investigations have noted that the arrest of street- 
walkers usually takes place near the California Hotel where 
8 or 10 prostitutes can be seen’ working at’night. “It has “77> 
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further been determined that their "tricks" are mostly 
servicemen from the Oakland Army Terminal who are awaiting trans- 
fer to Vietnam. When an arrest takes place the defense attorney 
asks for continuances until the serviceman is shipped out and 
then the case is frequently dismissed for this reason. On some 
cases an undercover man from the Vice Squad is solicited and 
in these cases a conviction is obtained.

THOMAS FITZPATRICK, Director of the Intelligence 
Unit and Bureau of Special Services, San Francisco Police 
Department, advised on July 21, 1967, that on the previous 
Tuesday, July 18, 1967, he had a conference with all of the 
San Francisco Municipal Court Judges concerning prostitution 
activities in this area and the ways and means to curb this 
activity. He gave the complete picture of what was happening as 
a result of the sentences given in each prostitution ca@ and 
the effect it was having on law enforcement efforts to combat 
prostitution. FITZPATRICK related that the judges appeared 
to appreciate receiving the information and he hoped that in 
the future consideration will be given to the handing down. 
of stiffer sentences and fines. . 
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During the interview of July 21, 1967, Judge LOW 
of the San Francisco Municipal Court, called and advised 
Director FITZPATRICK that he would be in a position to ride 
with members of the Bureau of Special Services on the night 
of July 21, 1967, in order to get a first hand view of the 
streetwalker and prostitution situation in the Fillmore and 
Tenderloin areas of San Francisco. 


PITZPATRICK felt that this was a good step in the 
right direction and that no doubt other Municipdl Judges 
would follow this example. \ 


Director FITZPATRICK advised that his department 
made 2740 prostitution and pimp arrests in 1966 and to date in 
1967 there have been approximately 1400 such arrests. He 
. said these are local arrests and of the prostitutes arrested 
: there was no information developed to indicate that the 
prostitutes are organized or controlled by any organized group 
or individual. 


Investigation into prostitution activity in the 
agricultural areas of this territory is considered by local 
authorities as a seasonal problem centering around many of 
the migrant crop workers and their camps.

NARCOTICS 


Narcotic users and persons found to be in the 
possession of narcotics or other types of dangerous drugs 
in this area are investigated and handled either by the State 
Narcotics Agency or agents of the Federal Bureau of Narcotics. 
Agents of the Narcotics Bureau are known to handle all complaints 
received by their respective departments. 


WILLIAM BEAL, Chief of Police, Berkeley, California, 
advised on June 23, 1967, that for the last year, 1966, there 
was an increase of 220 percent in arrests for drug and narcotic 
offenses. He said that while most of these arrests were for 
marijuana offenses, the reports indicated a growing narcotic 
problem, especially in the use of LSD. He said this is partially 
attributable to the "beatnk type" which frequents areas near 
the University of California, Berkeley campus. b7c

Until early 1967 ,arrests for narcotics were few and 
far between by any law enforcement agency in Humboldt and 
Del Norte Counties. In January, 1967, Sheriff GENE COX, Humboldt 
County Sheriff's Office, organized a Narcotics Squad of two 
detectives and they have concentrated full time On this problem. 
in cooperation with Chief of Police JAMES GIBSON of the 
Arcata Police Department they have made about 40 arrests for 
various violations in use of illicit drugs and marijuana. No 
arrests for the "heavy drugs" have been made and they apparently 
are not found in this area to date. 


About half of the above arrests have been of students 
from’ Humboldt State College who are using marijuana and LSD. ~~~ 
These cases are somewhat difficult because the idea of 
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commercialism is not existent. Someone makes a trip to San 
Francisco and obtains a small amount of marijuana off the 
street and returns to share it with his friends. A few arrests 
have been made of persons growing marijuana plants in their 
own gardens. / :

Captain TED BROWN, Vice Detail, Oakland, California, 
Police Department, advised on July 17, 1967, that there has 
been a large rise in narcotic arrests during the past six 
_ months. Statistics show that during the first six months of 
1967 for narcotic and drug law violations have risen 45.3 per 
cent over the same period in 1966. He stated that the largest 
part of this rise is in the field of drug law violations rather 
than the hard narcotics such as heroin and opium etc. He ~- 
stated that the use of drugs such as methadrine and so called 
"ysychedelic"-drugs such as-LSD and STP-has increased tremendously. . 
Juvenile narcotic arrests for the past six months of 1967 were 
154 as compared to 71 for the same period in 1966, 
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ROBBERIES AND BURGLARIES 


Inquiries made of Law Enforcement Agencies located 
in the various areas of the San Francisco territory concern- 
ing robberies and burglaries reveals that in some areas tijere 
has been an increase of such activity. The local law 
enforcement agencies have endeavored to increase their 
investigations in this regard and through these investiga- 
tions have determined that the individual or individuals 
arrested are in no way connected with an organized robbery 
or burglary ring. Law enforcement officials have determined 
that in most cases the subjects are local individuals who 
operate on their own and their activities are closely 
followed by the local law enforcement agencies. 


The San Mateo Times, a local newspaper dated 
July 21, 1967, set forth an article indicating that during 
the first half of 1967 the major crime rate jumped 27%, 
according to Police Chief THOMAS CAHILL. The article 
, indicated there were 17,843 such crimes in the first three 
months of this year compared with 14,040 for the same period 
last year. The article stated larger percentage increases 
were noted for homicides, robberies and burglaries. Figures 
for these (Figures for June 1967 given first):

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TEENAGE ACTIVITIES 


Chief WILLIAM BEALL of the Berkeley, California, 
Police Department, advised on June 23, 1967, that there were 
no organized teenage gangs in Berkeley, California. He stated 
that juveniles have become noticeably more anti-police and 
there has been an increase in juvenile offenders. petty 
arrests of juveniles for narcotic offenses having skyrocketed 
827 per cent, with 107 juvenile narcotic arrests in 1966 
as compared to 11 narcotic arrests in 1965. 


On July 20, 1967, C. D. MARRON, Field Enforcement 
Supervisor, Santa Clara County Sheriff's Office and former 
FBI agent; Captain LEON GREEN, San Jose Police Department, 
Juvenile Bureau, and WILLIE ELLISON, Delinquent Prevention 
Officer, Santa Clara County Juvenile Probation Department, 
advised that problems handled by their inspection derartments 
related to juveniles has not disclosed the existence of any 
organized juvenile gangs on a continuing basis. These officials 
have indicated that their principal problem in the area involves 
individual delinquents, and that except for unusual situations, 
the activities involve till tapping, joy riding and the like.

Since its establishment, the CCPAF in extending 
its scope, has worked for the abolition of all Congressional, 
State, and local committees investigating subversive activities 
and in the latter part of 1954 became very active in opposition 
to State and Federal legislation directed at the Communist 
movement. 


The primary goal of the CCPARP is the abolition of 
the Housé Committee on Un-American Activities. 


FRANK WILKINSON, Executive Secretary of the CCPAF, 
is described by the source as the "brains and energy" behind 
the organization. He periodically confers with DOROTHY 
HEALEY, Chairman, Southern California District Communist 
Party and is in close touch with other leading Communist 
functionaries in the Los Angeles area.

The "Berkeley Daily Gazette," a daily newspaper of 
general elreulation published in Berkeley, California, 
contained an article in the November 19, 1965,evening 
edition reflecting that in November, 1961, when con- 

cern mounted over radioactive fallout from nuclear 
testing, a group of women in Washington, D. C. started 
Women Strike for Peace. The idea spread rapidly through-~ 
out the country and now embraces 900 groups, including 
‘lomen For Peace groups in the San Francisco Bay area. 


These groups support programs to achieve goals such as: 
(1) Continued disarmament negotiations. 
(2) A strong and flexible United Nations. 


(3) Planning now at state and national levels for 
conversion to peace-time economy and positive 
efforts to ease world tensions. 


The women act as individuals and as a group, with specific 
actions suggested by individuals and groups from all over 
the world. Decision to participate jointly on any given 
suggestion is democratly arrived at by members of the Co- 
ordinating Committee. Effective cooperation with other 
peace groups is encouraged. Monthly Coordinating Committee 
meetings and general meetings, as warranted, are open to 
all and announced in mailings to members. There are no 
dues or membership forms nor conditions for membership. 


To stir an,/awareness of the need for peace, Women For 
Peace encourage public education in peace objectives at 
local schools and sponsor peace-oriented demonstrations 
and public meetings, newspaper ads, billboards, and 
candidates for public office. On the national level 
the group attempts to influence government officials 

by letters and conferences.

A statement of editorial policy 
appeared on page 3: 'Ramparts presents creative 
works which, besides possessing literary 
excellence, possess the Christian vision of 
man, his world, his God. 


“tRamparts demands no special slantig of thought ...'4 


"Ramparts. the former Catholic literary magazine, 
very possibly means everything it says, but it 
frequently is unable to say what it means. 


“There is some craftsmanship involved in con- 
structing a paradoxical sentence, like this one 
in a Ramparts book review: 


“ithe author has constructed a rationale con- 
tending that the freedom of women consists of 
freedom from domesticity, subjugation to men 
and opvortunityv to work in the world of men 
upon equal terns! 


“The mazazine has taken a strong position against 
the war in Vietnam. Articles have been published 
in Ramparts that other magazines would not touch. 
Its exposure of the clumsiness of American actions 
in the war in South Vietnam justifies the exist- 
ence of the magazine. Occasionally, however, 
it 1s a victim of its own hysterical self- 
righteousness. 





"Robert Scheer, writing in the December 1965 
issue, tells us. ‘The United States has made 
the decision to use whatever firepower it takes 
to win in Vietnam.’ He does not say who told 
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STATED AINS AND OBJECTIVES (continued) 
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“him of this decision, which implies the 

possible use of nuclear weapons. A few 
paragraphs later, in the same article, he 

writes, 'The admiral suggested that if 

civilans chose to live in areas controlled 

by the Viet Cong, then they became the enemy.' 
Suggested? The implications of the statement 

are staggering when one considers that the 
greater part of South Vietnam is supposedly 
controlled by the Viet Cong. } 


"The July 1967 Ramparts claimed the Pentagon 
has contingency plans to invade Laos and North 
Vietnam, and the magazine listed its sources 
as 'two sober young men of the international 
voluntary service and a much too sober 
brunette with a pouting mouth' at a Vientiane 
party. 


“EDYARD M. KEETING himself led the hysteria. 
Speaking about Ramparts, he said, 'Muckraking 
is toc gentle a word to use. I prefer such 
things as hell-vraising, blistering. It's sort 
of reflectec in my own lectures. I no longer 
call tien leetures; I call them harangues. 
“hen I call for the impeachment of the president 
of the United Svases, I'm not beating around 
the bush.! 





'Tne editors of Ramparts are confident of their] 
own virtue, so confident they are able to dis- j; 


pense witn objectivity. ‘i¥e're as subjective 
as time,’ said Keating, 'but we're at least 
consistent.’ Editor Hinckle said, ‘iI don't 


believe in this ‘on-the-other-hand' stuff. 
People write in and ask us to print the other 
Side. We tell them no, we're not a debating 
society. ife're not reasonable. Answers about 
Vietnam are reasonable, they're also insane.’ 
Art director Dugald Stermer, part of the

"Hinekle first made his mark as a journalist 
when he was the editor of his college newspaper, 
the University of San Francisco Foghorn. In 

a year, he changed the newspaper from a standard 
page size to a tabloid, ran it $20,900 into 
debt, and dubbed it ‘San Francisco's fourth 
daily‘ though it was published only three 

times a week. A faculty member recalled his 
career: 


“tHe was a fantastic editor. We had all kinds 
of expense accounts.'* 


‘After graduating from USF, he went into the 
public-relations business, becoming a partner 
in the firm of Barth, Hughes, and Hinckle. 

In 1961, he ran for the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors, basing his campaign on the 
uzliness of freeways and the poor location 

of Canclestick Park. he lost. 


‘nane<le went bucx to journalisnz two years 
later, becornins a raporter on the San Francisco 
Chronicle, ‘rere he was often assigned to 
cover stories involving tne Catholic Cnurch. 
They described him then as 'a bit of a snob 
and politically conservative.' 


“Thile working at the Chronicle, Hinckle ako 
worked at Ramparts. Keating had fired him 
after the first issue, put took him back six 
montns later because ne needed a promotion 
director and Warren, he said, ‘had a genius 
for promotion.’ It was tinekle who ursed 


Keating to turn the inzazine into a monthly 

and lower the orice fron $2 to 75 cents a copy. 
At that time, cinckle took a leave of absence 
from the Chronicle to work full time at Ramparts. 
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STATED AIMS AND OBJECTIVES (continued) 


"RAMPARTS, the literary magazine, had 2,551 
subscribers. It was a leisurely operation. 
The changeover (October 1964) issue was 
traumatic. The special issue was called 
‘Mississippi Eyewitness.’ But racism in 
America couldn't do it for Ramparts. The 
world did not gasp when they daringly told 
how Negroes lived in slums and suffered from 
discrimination, disease and poverty, it 
wasn't exactly a scoop. 


"They were looking for some social issuethat 
would give them as much publicity in the 
national media as they had got with their 
defense of Hochmuth's 'The Deputy,’ when 
Robert Scheer began to free-lance for ther. 
Scheer - 'our resident intellectual.’ accor- 
ding to Hinckle - had the cause: Vietnan. 

He also had the political sophistication 

the magazine was lacking. After graduate work 
in economics at Berkeley, he had become a 
member of the center for the Study of Demo- 
cratic Institutions, which served as a kind 
of finishing school for him. The inagazine 
sent him to Southeast Asia and he came back 
with the soods. 


"Pro the time Scheer joined the staff, Ramparts 
has been crusading against the war in Vietnam. 
Their reports have made national news several 
times. There are wany publications editori- 
alizinz against the U.S. role in the Vietnam 
war, but Ramparts took its position early and 
stayed with it. While its effect on public 
attitudes cannot be measured, there is no 

doubt it has had some effect. To some it 

Seems a gadfly to the public conscience. 
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STATED AIMS AND OBJECTIVES (continued) 
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‘In March 1965 Hinckle, executive editor, 
began listing himself as ‘"arren tinckle IIT, 
nis name appears that way on the masthead now. 
Keating's money was gone by then: the magazine 
he had expected to cost $19,900 a year had 
cost him $800,000. 'The well ran dry,' he 
said. ‘Wnen that happens, you have got to 

get irrigation from another source.' 


“Hinekle turned for help to Gaeralists, Inc., 
in May 1965. The consulting firm has two 
members: Dr. G.M. Feirsen, a prominent San 
Francisco proctolosist, and Howard Gossage 

of the advertising firma of Freeman and Gossage. 
The ivew York Times has called Gossace ‘the 
Socrates of San Francisco,' he is the inventor 
of the Seethoven sweatshirt and once toured 
the country in the company of a kangaroo to 
yromote an airline, which is where the resem- 
Dlance to Socrates ends.

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INDEPENDENT PRODUCTIONS CORPORATION (IPC) 


According to the records of the Division of 
Corporations, Los Angeles County Clerk's Office, the 
Independent Productions Corporation is a California 
corporation formed September 18, 1951, for the purpose 
of producing and distributing motion pictures. 


An informant advised on May 4, 1961, that the 
Independent Productions Corporation's first and only film 
to date has been the controversial firm, "Salt of the Earth", 
and that the principal figures behind the film were MICHAEL 
WILSON, HERBERT BIBERMAN, and PAUL JAPRICO, who were, 
respectively, the writer, the directcr, and the co-producer 
of the film. All three of these individuals have been identified 
in sworn testimony before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities as having been members of the Communist Party in 
Hollywood. The Independent Productions Corporation has not 
produced any films since "Salt of the Earth". 


The IPC no longer maintains an office and has become 
completely inactive. 
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INTERNATIONAL UNION OF STUDENTS

A source advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a con- 
ference of members of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of anew national 
Marxist ~-oriented youth organization which would hunt for the most 
peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates were told that it 
would be reasonable to assume that the young socialists attracted 
into this new organization would eventually pass into the CP 
itself. is 


A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
time the name W.E.B.DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention.)
